intellectual Truth to the human Underſtanding; 


and as it was the original and only Way by which 


it was conveyed; and as it is difficult, yea impoſ- 
ble to invent a Succedaneum to it: if we miſtake 
here we ſhall roam and ſtumble till we return to 
that Revelation by which Language was commu- 
nicated to the firſt Man. A Survey of the Conſe- 
quences of this firſt Communication of God toi 
| Man, preſents a ſpacious Field well cultivated and 
| Improved for our Entertainment here, and to Eter- 
nity. When we caſt our Eyes upon thoſe Effects of 
the infinite Wiſdom of God revealed and diſplayed 
in Language, as upon every other Work of his, a 
Folio unfolds itſelf to us, which Time will be too 
hort to read. Its Truths are nevertheleſs certain 
and demonſtrable. Their Importance is magni-“ 
tied 
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ceive by aſcertaining its divine Original : for that 
once proved to be by external Revelation from 
God; there end all abſtract Notions, inborn Sen- 
timents; innate Ideas are ſtrangled in their Birth, 

the Key-ſtone of Deiſm is taken out, and its Struc- 
ture tumbles; and the modern Cobweb-weavers 
muſt part with their pretended inquiſttive Mo- 
deſty, or appear to be what really they are 
For if Language be not natural, I aſk what is? 
And if we are indebted to the Revelation of God 
for that, I aſk what it is whe 

Creatures, that we are not indebted to it for ? The 
Anti-ſcripturiſts and the Metaphyſicians cannor 
detter imploy their Time than in reſolving thoſe 
Queſtions to their own Conſciences, and inſtead 
of unfixing other Peoples Minds, to ſee that their 
own be fixed on a ſolid Foundation. For till a 
Race of Rationaliſts ſtart into Exiſtence who can 
near with their Eyes, ſee with their Ears, and un- 


lerſtand with their Elbows; till the Order of 


Nature be inverted and the appointed Uſe of her 
Irgans and Powers tranſpoſed, to attempt to 
hink without Language, or to invent one ab ori- 


ine, is juſt ſuch another Affair as that of the

The trueſt Definition of a Man that ever I met 
vith, is that © he is an Animal capable of Speech, 
and thro' that Medium of Reaſon and Reli- 
gion.“ He has Organs and Intellectual Powers 
or Speech, but Inſtruction muſt teach him to uſe 
tae former and to exert the later ; then, and not 
before, the Man is enabled to ſpeak and reaſon. 

There appears ſomething ſo ſupernatural in 
Language, that Heathens, Jews, Chriſtians and 
Atheiſts, acknowledge it to ſurpaſs human Inven- 
tion, and the Reader who knows not this, nor 
can believe it, will excuſe me if I claſs him with 
the great Boys to whom I have been writing: for 
that the firſt Man ſhould be able ſpontaneouſly to 
deviſe an uniform Language, and that all his 
hildren ſhould ſtand in need of Inſtruction: to 
iſe it with Propriety, is inconceivable.

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thoſe Vanities fills the Mind with Fear and Dread,

He is your beſt Friend and laſt Refuge; and when“ 
you think him ſo, fly to him for Shelter, and® 
with your Hearts truſt him, you will find him ſo, 

nor be afraid of Evil Tidings: for neither Hell 
nor Devil can hurt you then; but you ſtand ſe- 
cure and ſmile, altho? the Earth were foundering 
under your Feet, and the Heavens in Flames a- 


bout you. Vet remember, you dear Children, 


this Frame of Mind is the Gift of Chriſt: but un- 
leſs you. reject his Spirit, his Gifts and his Word, 
he will give it you: unleſs you ſhut up your 
Hearts, he will enter, and his Spirit inhabit 
there, according to his Promiſe *; for he is more 
ready to bleſs you, than ever your natural Parents 
were to feed you.

for while we think he hates us, we hate him ; but 
apon a Conviction of his Love, we love him, and 


din dwindles in Proportion: for its Strong-holds 


in the Believer were demoliſhed by the Death of 
Chriſt Jeſus on Mount Calvary: Taar thro? all 
Time has been its only Antidote, and as it was 
the higheſt Demonſtration of the Love of God, and 
the only Means to ſave us from Sin that ever was,

del Ideas: that he may not loſe the commoi 
Herd, he lets them enjoy natural Objects in their 
own Way. His Snares for Philoſophers, Scholars,

intangle their Plumes, 

His Devices are innumerable; he has decoyet 
Multitudes by prophane Songs. The Origin of 
Songſtry was divine, and was appointed to the 
Hebrews to celebrate the Praiſes of Jehovah for hi 
Protection and Deliverances. The Songs of Moſes 
Deborah, &c. were devotional. After the Revolt 
of the Heathens they ap'd thoſe Songs, as they did 
every Thing elſe in the Hebrew-worſhip, and 
perverted it, and framed Songs according to the 
* Perfections they conceived in thel 

imag! 
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imaginary Gods, and compos'd devotional Songs 
too, to Cupid, Venus, Flora, Bacchus, Mars, &c. 
Hence the Origin of our prophane Songs ; and 
ſince they like ſo many whirling Torrents in- 


T's gulph the Soul into their reſpective Eddies, or as 
he light Bodies wrap'd and involved in a Whirlwind, 

ea and toſs'd hither and thither till they are diſſi- 
" pated ; ſo is the Mind by vain and fooliſh Songs. 


Every one's Obſervation will furniſh him with 
Proof how they fire the Soul, awaken the Paſſions, 
and form the Man; for as his Song is, ſo is he.
